promises to develop in importance, if the 
news telegraphed by Revrer’s Yokohama 
correspondent be correct. According to 
hiva, the British representative at Seoul has 
now intervened and asked for the opening 
of tha port to trade, while M, Paviorr, the 
Russian Minister, at an audience with the 
Emperor apposed ‘the suggestion, Up to 
now the only country to ask for the opening 
has been Japan, through ker representative, 
Mr. Hayasin. Seoul despatches: in some 
of the leading vernacular papera'in Tokyo at 
the beginving of the present mouth reported 
that the Coreau Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
in reply. to Mr. Havasnr's application, 
suggested a conference of foreign represen- 
tatives to consider the matter, to which” the 
Japanese Minister replied thut ro such 
conference was necessary and that he must 
press his suggestion. With reference | to 
this, the Japon Mail vrusts that Japan will 
adhere resolutely io thix line of policy, 
as it seems to our contemporary to) be 
the only. direction’ in which a peaceful 


solution of present difficulties may be vought. 
However, there can be no duvbt that the 
support given by Britain to Japan’s request 
will -be welcomed in “the latter country, and) 
we do not sev on what grounds Russia cant 
honestly counsel Corea. to refuse. That M. 
Paviorr should give such advice: is, of 
course, well in keoping with bis countrs7, 
men’s evident, desire to inclnde the Yala 
in Tnseia’s “sphere of influence.” This

Now that the plans of the new. Post. Offica 
thave been definitely . accaptad . by tho 
' Colonial Government, a desoription of tha 
I building will be opportnns and. perth aps 
| not uninteresting. : Xts design may por. 
baps bo best. described as a froa . traatment 
of the English Renaissance style. The elevation 
is imposing, and sn attempt has been mado tg 
breok op the monotony incidental to tho onnstant 
repetition of vorandaha by slightly, projecting 
some features. The facing is of Amoy bricks 
instead of, tho usual plaster, and-tho dressing, 
wheropracticable, ofatone. ‘Thora srofive floors : 
basement, ground, first und second floors, with 
an intermediate one between tho. first and 
second, The basement is provided with general 
store-rooma in oconnooli n with certain of the 
various departments to be accommodated in the 
building, and tho ground floor, whioly has an 
area of 42,000 sqaure fost, is devoted to the 
requirements of the Post Office. 

A privato lane at tho west sido of the building, 
running between Connaught Road aud Des 
Vounx Road, will be atilied forthe despatobing 
and receiving of mails, os here the work can be 
‘donv-witbout obstrusting trafic or boing itelf 
obstructed; a glass covering over the lane will 
chsure protection from the weather. In thislane 
thore is to be provided a soparste.entrance for 
Chinese, whose neods, farther, will belvoked after 
ato sopsrate counter inside. Thoentrance for 
Europeans will be at the corner of Des Vaux 
Read and: Pedder Street. Another distinct 
advantage in thia part of the ‘building ig that 
the Postmastor’s room will bo within easy acoess 
of the working department and the public ball, 
and tho public themselves, or those reembers of 
it desiring to exorcise the privilege, will be ablo 
to gain admittance to the Postmustor'’s offico 
without going through the working departmont. 

The first floor is taken up by.’ two 
departmonte—those of the Rogistrar-General 
sod tho Treasurer—and thes: will be. eutiraly 
distinct and aelf-contsined. Above this is an 
intermediate floor for the acc)nmodation of 
the Post Office messengers, who will be within 
easy call and yet shut off oomplately from the 
rest of the building. ‘The greater part of tho 
second floor is, taken up with the offices 
of the Sanitary Department, ‘snd adequate 
provision is also mudo for the Audit and Educa 
tion Departments, On thia floor, too, aro tho 
quarters of the chief Poat Office clerks, eon- 
sisting of font rodmsand a bath-room complately 
4 gelf-contained. In every floor of the buildiug, 
lighted throughout with 
electricity, is separate lavatory accomméds- 
tion for .Buropsans ond Chinesa, ond 
the heating when necessary of thoys rooms 
tobe occupied by Europeans is provided for 
by open, fire-places, . Altoyether, the building: 
will be o. most commodions one, and in. its 
finished state should atono to some extont for the
